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REORGANIZATION HELD 
SARY FOR COLLECTION OF 
HUGE WAR TAXES. 


(BY Kr NIGHT WIRE. } 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—In prep- 
aration for the huge task of col- 
lecting about $8,000,000,000 in taxes 
next year, under the revenue act 
now being framed, Internal Revenue 
Commissioner Roper is planning re- 
organization of the revenue bureau 
into five distinct divisions, and is 
underbtood to have decided on 
the deputy commissioners to direet 
some of those divisions. 

At the head of the branch in 
charge of administering income and 
excess war profite taxes will be 
Homer 8. Pace, widely known New 
York accountant. In supervising 
collection of taxes on distilled 
and tobaccos will be Wii- 
liam P. D. Haley, unt recently 
Revenue Collector at Lexington, Ky. 

C, B. Hurrey, now supervisor of 
business co-operation for the Reve- 
nue Bureau, probably will be made 
deputy commissioner in charge of 
the genera] administrative division. 
, The sales tax division, it ig un- 
derstood, will be directed by B. C. 
Keith, now a deputy commissioner 
in charge of this work. A fifth 
division handling taxes on estates, 


capital stock and valuation of se- 
curities will be created. 


It now requires the services of 
9375 persons to run the nation’s tax 
gathering machine, including 18756 
in Washington and 7500 in the field. 
Under the task of gathering nearly 
twice as heavy taxes next year this 
force probably will have to be in- 
creased by 4000 or 6000, Most clerks 
will be called through civil service. 
To remedy the situation caused by 


the scarcity of accountants, the In- 


ternal Revenue Bureau has under- 
taken to train a number of the most 
promising employees to become ac- 


countants for tax work.

I am confident few men who are 
today fighting the Germans on the 
Belle and the Americans who are 
fighting the Germans on the Meuse 
would not describe the enemy on- 
Posed to them as a broken and 
dispirited foe incapable of further 
resistance. There is a very general 
idea abroad that ever since the sec- 
ond battle of the Marne the Ger- 
mans have been running away, but 
this is quite contrary to the fact 
and is very unfair to our men. 

The Germans have been defeated 
in a whole series of fierce battles in 
all of which they fought well, but 
in all they have been outgeneraled 
and cutfought. In the intervals be- 
tween these battles the enemy has 
had, in consequence of his defeat, to 
carry out considerable retreats such, 
for example, as the withdrawal] from 
the Chemin des Dames and in the 
St. Gobain Forest, but if in such 
cases the ground has been easily re- 
gained it has been regained as a 
consequence of desperately hard 
fighting elsewhere. 

The enemy is still some way from 
complete Military defeat, but it is 
very probable our military pressure, 
combined with other pressure has 
been sufficient to break his home 
front until probability has become 
certainty. It is our plain duty to 
allow no relaxation in our efforts. 


RAILROAD EARNINGS 
SHOW AN INCREASE. 


REPORTS SHOW AUGUST OPER- 
ATING INCOME $24,000,000 
MORE THAN YEAR AGO. 


(SY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 19. — In- 
creased returns from higher freight 
and passenger rates now are fully 
apparent for the first time in reports 
of railway earnings to the Interstate 
Cemmerce Commission. 
Compilations for August show an 
operating income of $128,123,000 for 
that month or $24,000,000 more 
than in August. 1917. Operating 
revenues jumped to $502,769,000, 
which was $136,000.000 more than 
August, last year. At the same time, 
however, expenses increased to 
$58,967,000, or $112,000,000 more 
than in August, 1917. 


government has paid railroads in 
compensation in the eight months 
ending with August nearly $200,000,- 
000 more than it has received as net 
operating income. 

Western roads accumulated $188,- 
966,000 revenues, paid out $139,- 
941,000 as expenses and reported 


$50,824,000 as net income. 

For the eight months ending with 
August operating revenue of all 
roads was $3,.051,000,000, as com- 
pared with $2,611,000,000 in 
Same period last year. Operating 
expenses were $2,489,000,000, com- 
pared with $1,837,000,000 last year. 


Operating income was $438,376,000, 


against $658,881,000 last year. 

The influence of rate increases is 
shown dy the item of freight rev- 
enues in August, amounting to $349,- 
$16,000, as compared with $250,281,- 
000 in August, 1917. Paessenger rev- 
enues amounted to $113,651,900, as 
compared with $81,923,000 in Au- 
gust. 1917.

VASSAL STATE. 


The circumstances surrounding 
the preparation and dispatch of the 
note emphasize former utterances of 
this government that America re- 
gards Austria a vassal of Germany, 
and the delay in forwarding it alone 
was said to give point to those dec- 
larations, inasmuch as it seemed to 
ignore for many days the appeal of 
the Vienna government, while the 
answer to Germany had been sent 
promptly. Austria-Hungary has been 
made to realize its secondary im- 
portance; and to realize, too, at a 
time too late for any act by its gov- 
ernment, to repair its mistakes, that 
its vassalage to Germany has cost 
the empire its position among the 
powers.

NITIATIVE PERILS. | 

While loyal citizens have been husband- 
ing their resources in order to buy more 
Liberty Bonds and to aid in freeing the 
world from autocratic domination the integ- 
rity and prosperity of the State are threat: | 
ened by three direct legislation propositions 
which will appear on the ballot for the elec- 
tion of November ö as amendments to the 
State Constitution. The iniquities of two 
of these, the single tax and compulsory 
health insurance, are fairly familiar to the 
average voter; but there is a third which 
has been little discussed and which the 
politicians seek to put over while general 
attention is focused on the great drama of 
War and peace now playing in Washington 
and in Europe. Under the guise of estab- 
lishing a State budget board there {s an at- 
tempt to repeal the present provision of the 
State Constitution directing that each spe- 
cial appropriation of State money must be 
made in a separate bill, that appropriations 
for different purposes cannot be lumped in 
‘pork-barrel fashion, forcing members to 
vote for the bad ones in order to * the 
good ones. 

It ie just as well to remember that the 
attention of the professional job-holders is 
never focused anywhere except upon the 
State treasury. Compulsory health tnsur- 
ance appeals to the class that pays the least 
taxes and spends the most. Its cost, applied 
to California, has been estimated at $35,- 
000,000 annually.. It provides for the crea- 
tion of a special commission that would 
supervise the collection and expenditure of 
that sum. The pickings and stealings pos- 
sible from the handling of $3,000,000 a 
month make the eyes of the tax-eater roll 
with ecstasy. But how about the 3,000,000 
citizens who will have to contribute on the 
average one dollar a month each to keep 
this system working while its benefits would 
not apply to More than 5 per cent. of the 
population? 

Compulsory health insurance is one of 
the devices by which the German Junkers 
kept the working classes in political and 
economic bondage. It originated with the 
autocrats of the Bismarckian school and 
was developed in Prussia. It gives State 
inapectors the right to say who among the 
working classes should have medical atten- 
tion and where they shall get it. The med. 
ical service is compulsory, regardless of 
whether the patient believes in a treatment 
‘with drugs. The victim ts forced to endure 
the treatment and forced to contribute a 
part of his salary to pay for it. But it is 
not the victim alone that pays. His em- 
ployer must also pay and the State must 
pay. It is bound to reduce the pay of the 
workman for the reason that it takes mon- 
ey out of his pay envelope, and the em- 
ployer gives him less than he would if he - 
did not have to pay a salary both to the 
employee and to the State. The cost of 
living is increased because it increases 
taxes. To pass such an act at this time 


Single tax is a still worse menace than 
comoulsory health Insurance. Its theory ts 
confiscetory. The propesed amendment pro- 
vides that all tax money must be raised by 
a lund tat alone. without regard to improve- 
ments or income inder it there would be 
no personal property taxes; stocks and 
honds would not be taxed; the incomes of 
the big corporations could not be taxed and 
there could be no tax.on luxuries. But fig- 
ure for yourself how high the land tax 
would be if it had to carry the whole bur. 
den. It would be so high that the Califor- 
nia rancher would not be able to compete 
with the ranchers and farmers of other 
States and the inevitable result would be 
the abandonment of the farms.

A War of Christendom. 
We cannot ignore the fatt that 
this is a war of so-called Christen- 
dom. One so-called Christian ‘nation 
instigated a second Christian nation

Moreover the line of cleavage runs 
through all of the main divisions of 
Christianity. Before the United 
States and Rumania entered the war 
46,000,000 Protestants were arrayed 
on one side, 45,000,000 on the other. 
Sixty-two million Roman Catholics 
were fighting against 63,000,000 of 
the same church.

for the commencement of con- 
struction work, under authorization 
of an act passed by both houses of 
the Dutch Legislature, which re- 
ceived the royal signature June 14. 
1918, according to a report from 
| Commercial Attache Paul I. Bd- 
wards, at The Hrgue. 

The work of turning the bottom 
of the Zuider Zee into fields and 
gardens is divided into two distinc! 
phases: First, the building of a great 
eighteen-mile dike from the Island 
of Wieringen to a point near the 
town of Priam on the coast of the 
province of Friesland; and, second, 
the construction of four dikeg with- 
in the sea and the draining and re- 
claiming of the land in back of 
these barriers. 

The average depth of water which 
the great dike will encounter fs 
about 12.3 feet below mean average 
sea level. The height of the dike 
itself above sea level will run from 
(18.9 feet to 17.6 feet. 
| The body of the main dike will 
‘consist of sand on a body of brush 
‘and stone, with a surface covering 
of clay. and the outside lateral sur- 
face will be faced with a -dasalt 
riprap. A double-track rallroad will 
run along the dike on the inside. 
This clay for the surface will be 
dredged from the bottom of the 
Zuider Zee and also will be trans- 
ported from the island of Wieringen 
as waste material of a canal that 
will de under construction there. 
The total volume of the dike is es- 
timated to be about 39,238,000 
cubie yards. The estimated cost of 
the dike proper is about $11,256,000. 

Although the completion of. the 
entire project will require thirty- 
three vears, 58,600 acres comprising 
the first section of reclaimed land. 
‘will be available for cultivation 
‘within fifteen’ vears. Experts as- 
sure the Hollanders that the sol! 
‘will be fertile, as. after the great 
dike has en off the sea, the Zuidar 
Zee eradualiv will turn fresh, owing 
to the continual emptying into it of 
‘fresh-water streama.

Inasmuch 
as the President has already recog- 
nized the Czecho-Slovaks as a sep- 
arate government and inasmuch as 
the Czecho-Slovaks are a part of 
the present Austro-Hungarian em- 
pire, it would seem an anomalous 
procedure to negotiate with an em- 
pire which we are seeking to di- 
vide and a large part of which we 
have recognized as a separate na- 


tion. 

“Personally, I am opposed to any 
negotiations whatever by the gov- 
ernment of the United States either 
with Austria or Germany, I think 
an armistice with either of them 
would be ruinous. When Congress 
declared war upon these empires 
it pledged the resources of this great 
republic, both in men and money 
and directed the President to carry 
the war to a successful conclusion. 
I do not believe that this war can 
be carried to a successful conclu- 
sion in any other way than by 
smashing the armies of our enemies 
on the field of battle. When this has 
been done, as it will be done if we 
do not weaken at the critical mo- 
ment, there will be no need for 
any negotiations. The United States, 
in conjunction with the Entente 
Allies, will impose just terms of 
peace including adequate reparation, 
restitution, indemnities and n- 
tees for the future. To allow the 
Teutonic armieg to retire to the 
8988 from which they emerged 
in their raid against civilization 
without having thrashed them would 
result in the miscarriage of all the 
purposes far which the Allies en- 
tered the war. The Teutonic lust 
for loot would remain unassuaged, 
and if it could not = gratify itself 
in Western Europe it would devote 
ite entire genius for force and fraud 
to the establishment of its influence 
over Russia and the Balkan states, 
“With the resources of both men 
and material which they would thus 

uire, they would soon threaten 
India and China and would simply 
become a world menace in a differ- 
ent direction.

“Let the officer remember that it 
is his duty to make soldiers rather 
than prisoners; the ranks filled with 
good soldiers will win in the end. 
but penitentiaries, disciplinary bar- 
racks and guard houses filled with 
prisoners will result only in internal 
trouble and unrest. The officer who 
makes ten soldiers from ten recruits 
has performed his duty, but the of- 
ficer who makes ninety-nine soldiers 
out of a hundred recruits and, 
through lack of patience tact or 
judgment aids the hundredth man 
to become a general prisoner and 
probable criminal, has failed in the 
concept and execution of his com- 
mission.” 

The higher officers realize the 
change in bringing a man from civil 
life to the army and the memo- 
randum says on this point: , 

“Officers should never forget that 
these recruits are from an entirely 
different mode of life and govern- 
ment; that they have been used to 
little or no discipline and that the 
— of each individual, with his 
cross-gained nature and character, 
into a smoothly working organiza- 
tion must — result in con- 
siderable minor friction and disturb- 
ance, but that with the excercise of 
patience, tact and discriminating 
judgment in the individual case, this 
disturbance and friction can, and 
should be reduced to a minimum.” 

The memorandum also says all 
punishment should be based upon 
the principle of reformation rather 
than vindictive justice and ne 
recruit should be ——— for the 
sole purpose of aiding an officer to 
maintain a personal end. 

“This memorandum,” said an of- 
ficer who has Leen many years in 
the service, “shows more clearly 
than anything elee that when @ re- 
cruit is inducted here he will have 
a ‘square deal. Many men expect 
to be actually manhandled by their 
officers and be forced to lose ev 
shred of individuality. If the trut 
were known it would be found of- 
ficers themselves are forced to un- 
dergo discipline much more strict, 
than that of the men.

Ot the saving of electricity as the 
result of the hour-ahead clock 
schedule in effect during the past 
summer, the electrical department 
of the Pacific Electric said: 

“The effect of the operation of 
the daylight saving act upon the 
electrical energy consumption of the 
Pacific Electric Railway Company 
is only reflected in the energy used 
for lighting purposes in the cars, 
shops, stations and other buildings 
of the company, and this is est:- 
mated at approximately 10 2 dent. 

“An examination of the dailv 
railway load power curves show 
that hour for hour the characterie- 
ties of the railway load are identi- 
cally the same as before the act 
was inaugurated, though, of course, 
all of the events ur an hour 
earlier, according to true time. This 
would indicate definitely that the 
habits of the traveling public are 
regulated by the clock.“ 

The success of daylight saving 
was so marked all over the United 
States that Senator Calder of New 
York introduced, and the Senate 

, on October 10, an amend- 
ment to the daylight saving law 
which proposed that the clocks of 
the nation would remain as they, 
are the year around and that they 
would not, be turned BACK on Oc- 
tober 27. While the House was 
considering the amendment the 
War Industries Board put its fovt 
down, advised that the clocks be 
turned BACK as proposed, and i* 
was agreed at a conference last 
Thursday that the clocks be turned 
BACK until next March. ; 

The War Industries Board held

POMONA, Oct. 19.——Pomona High 
School lost its first football game 
of the season to Whittier State 
Schoot on the local gridiron this aft- 
ernoon in a fast contest, which fur- 
nished plenty of thrills for the large 
number of fans who attended.

Pomona made a good showing 
considering that only two of last 
years men are on the team, and 
regular conching has been in prog- 
ress but a few days.

CAMP LEWIS TO GET 
SEVEN THOUSAND MEN.

RECRUITS TO ARRIVE IN WEEK 
‘BEGINNING NOVEMBER

CAMP LEWIB, Tacoma (Wash.) 
Oct. 19.—Seven thousand drafted 
men will come here during the 
week beginning November 11, ac- 
cording to notice received today 
from Washington. This will be the 
first large contingent of new men 
to arrive in amp since early in Sep- 
tember, October calls having been 


epidemic. 

Many of the new men will be as- 
signed to ‘organizations of the Thir- 
teenth Division. Training of the 


division has reached a high state. 

Hundreds of soldiers with fam- 
ilies in nearby cities today suddenly 
discovered urgent reasons why they 
should visit home and sought per- 
mission to evade the quarantine es- 
tablished this morning. Very few 
were successful. 

This morning an aged couple ar- 
rived from Spokane to visit a son 
who was ill at the base hospital. 
Guards would not allow them to 
enter camp, but an officer overheard 
their conversation and called divi- 
sion headquarters on the telephone. 

af.-Gen. J. D. Lietch sent his own 
automobile and orderly to escort 
them to the hospital. ? 

The weekly health report for the 
week ending Thursday, at midnight, 
and isseud today shows that in that 
time there were 1094 cases of in- 
fluenza, 224 of pneumonia and thirty 
deaths, twenty-eight of which were 
due to pneumonia. 

In connection with the influenza 
epidemic, the report, put out by 
Capt. V. L. Bishop, camp Sanitary 
Inspector, and approved by Maj. 
Herbert M. Greene, camp surgeon, 
says influenza in this camp would 
appear to have passed its high mark. 
An increase in daily admissions be- 
gan September 12, reached a peak 
of thirty-five admissions on Septem- 
ber 16th and dropped to nine admis- 
sions, September 29th. It started 
up again October 1, with seventeen 
admissions, reached a high mark of 
212 admissions, October 12th and 
has since that te shown @ consis- 
tent dropning off to 146 yesterday. 

Pneumonia admisslons began to 
increase September 16th with six 
admissioéna, reached a peak of twen- 
ty:four admissions on September 
23 and dropped to four admis- 
sions on September 30. It began 
to increase on October 3 with four- 
teen admissions and continued to 
increase in direct proportions with 
the influenza admissions, reaching a 
high mark of sixty-three admissions 
on October 14. Since that date ad- 
missions for pneumonia 
dropped off, commensurate with the 
dropping off of influenza admis- 
sions, to thirty-one admissions yes- 
terday.”’ 

Regarding measies in camp, the 
report says: “Measies, a shap 
increase. This week shows fifty- 
nine admissions as against twenty- 
one admissions last week and nine- 
teen admissions two weeks ago.“ 

Two of the thirty deaths were 
caused by cerebro-spinal meningitis 
and carcinoma of the stomach. The 
strength of the camp is given at 36,- 
147 men. 

Other diseases show twelve new 
cases of mumps, four of scarlet 
fever and one of diptheria. There 
are eight cases of venereal disease 
＋ axe in the men in camp, while of 
147 who arrived during the week 
six were affected,

Their works, while not 
wholly interpreting the true spirit of the 
Chinese poetry or literature and the pro- 
found méaning of the old masters, at least, 
have brought to light the unattainable path 
which leads to the Chinese treasure of art 
and wisdom, and grants the Occidental 
readers a chance to glance at the richly or- 
namented, remote palace of knowledge. 

In the introduction of Tone Noguchi’s 
“The Spirit of Japanese Poetry,” he says, 
“Not only the English poetry, but any 
poetry of any country, is bound to become 
stale and stupid if it shuts itself up for too 
long a time; it must sooner or later be re- 
juvenated and enlivened with some new 
force.” True it is. When it is old to the 
West, it will be new to the East; when it 
is old to the East, it will be new to the 
West. We must exchange, like commer- 
cial. The more we exchange art, the 
higher standard of art will be developed; 
the more we exchange wisdom, the finer 
civilization the world will gain; the more 
we exchange knowledge, the better under- 
standing we bring to people.

Following the Golden Age enti (he 
period of Confucius, from 1765 to 50. 8. C., 
more than 3000 poems were written, but 
the numbers that are existent today are 
only 305 which were selected and compiled 
by Confucius from the 3000 stanzas. It is 
called in Chinese, “Chi King,” or “Book of 
Odes.” All these Odes were composed and 


were at once exiled or banished to hold post 
at the frontier. 


Sorrow is the Fire That 
Tries Men's Spirits. 
T through such distress they 
molded into greatness. “When Heaven 
want) to cast a great duty to a man, 
first, it turns his feelings into bitter 
ness, causes him to toil, starves his 
physique, throws pains upon his body, and 
troubles his every action, so as to stimu- 
late his mind, so enliven his temperament 
with endurance, and to increase the knowl- 
edge that he lacks.” Thus Confucius said. 

In fact, most of our great m@sters com- 
posed their best poems or prose while they 
were in trouble. 

If the Prince of Chow, Moon Wong, had 
not been imprisoned by the eruel Emperor, 
Shung Gi-out, he would not have written 
the Chow Lat; if Confuciub had not 
wailed in his political tour through the 
country, he probably would not have com- 
piled the Odes and written the “Tshun 
Deu” or “Spring and Autumn; if Chu

me employ the canon of spiritual anar- 
chism of Lao Tse’s, who was the founder 
of the Taoist religion. 

Lao Tse says: “Nothing means every- 
thing, everything means nothing.” No~, 
tarry a moment, and concentrate yourself 
see if you could make out the meaning of 
it. So the Chinese poetry, you may see 
that it is not human and nothing, and you 
may see that it is life and nature ana 
everything. 


In Early Days Everyone Ex- 


pressed Himself in Poetry. , 


N THE early age of China, we find no 

professional poets, but from woman up 
to emperor, everyone was a poet. Far 
back in the dawning light of our history, 
more than 2357 years before Christ, our an- 
cestors sang their lyrics in their simple 
words with true feelings and free expres- 
sions. The reigns of Yai and Shun, two 
emperors whom Confucius had entitled as 
“Heavenly saints,” extending from B. C. 


2357 to 2205, we Chinese regard as the 


Golden Age of China. In the Book of His- 
tory we find there were songs of people 
and emperors. 

After the day’s work in rice fields, and 
having their plentiful* repast, husbands 
took their wives, strolled together at the 
twilight of sunset, and we hear they sang: 


Plow fields for food, 
Dig wells for drink. 
What has God's power done for us?” 
How simple were they! How happy 
were they! How peaceful were they! In 
these few simple lines, I could picture the 
delight of the Golden Age and the joyous- 
ness of the people. 
Emperors sitting on the throne, using 
their brains to plan comfort for the people 


sung whether by people or officials for the 
sake of their feelings not for art or fame. 
We consider the Book of Odes is the 
book of knowledge, of truth, and of life. 
Since the time of Confucius until today, 
we have used it as a classic in school to 
teach children. Confucius said to his dis- 
ciples in regard of the Odes one day: “My 
children, why not study the Book of Odes? 
The Odes serve to stimulate the mind. 
They may be used for purposes of self-con- 
templation., They teach the art of socia- 
bility. They show how to regulate feelings 
of resentment. From them you learn the 
more immediate duty of serving one’s par- 
ent, and the further one of serving one’s 
country. From them we become largely ac- 
quainted with the names of birds, beasts 
and plants.” So much were the Odes good 
for according to Confucius’s recommenda- 
tion, and still more! In another occasion, 
he said to his son, Le: “Have you learned 
the Odes? If you do not learn the Odes, 
you will not be fit to converse with.” 
In Prof, Giles’s Chinese Literature. he 
says that about seventy kinds of plants are 
mentioned in the Odes; about thirty kinds 
of trees; thirty kinds of animals; thirty 
kinds of birds; ten kinds of fishes: and 
about twenty kinds of insects. He also 
points out a few names of each, and 
musical instruments. Above all, at least, it 
gives the Occidentals an idea of Confucius’s 
recommendation of the Odes. 


The T’ang Dynasty was the birthage of 
Chinese professional poets, yet almost all 
the Chinese literary men of the age were 
great statesmen or, at least, their lives had 
more or less connection with official duties. 
But the nature of these poets was never 
fit for official duty, and they cared not for 
rank. Because of their carefree and reck- 
less nature, often they neglected their 


Temple of Confucius. 


Yuan had not been banished from office, 
he would not have written the “Li Sao” or 
“Falling into Trouble,” if Tu Fo had not 
been exiled, he would not have gained such 
profound expression of sadness in his 
work; if Li Po had not encountered the 
An Lau-shan rebellion, he would not have 
been inspired to write so many exquisite 
verses. Exile also catised Po Chu-i to write 
the most delicate piece, “The Lute Girl,” 
and the love tragedy of Ming Hung, the 
legendary, romantic emperor of history, in- 
spired him to write the “Never Ending 
Wrong.“ 

While Hun Ye was 3 to hold a 
post at Lum-kwan, a post station between 
China and the northern barbarians, he en- 
countered a snowstorm, and we hear him 
sing the following lamenting monotone: 


“My ne has been torn by the grim north 


And — is darkening the 1 Sky. 

The pine hills are lost in dreary clouds, 

And Lum-kwan is mazed bz; the dazzling 
snow, 

My steed tarries neighing. 

Alas! Where is my home.” 


As Yone Noguchi, the Japanese poet, said, 
“By the virtue of death itself, life grows 
really meanjngful.” A true poet never die, 
a true artist never die, for he abides in 
nature, and the greatness and beauty of 
nature as his spirit. It soars above the 
human beings like wind that reaches every 
where and every thing. It carries the. fra- 
grance of flowers to a thousand miles, cools 
the mellow face of the sun, stirs waters 
into roaring waves, lures the trees to sing, 
and blows the clouds into infinity. Death 
is not death at all, it is a mere step that 
leads into immortality. As it is the mean- 
ing of Buddha, “From quietness to nothing- 
ness then into eternity.”

The trouble with the English interpre- 
ters and translators is that it is difficult 
for them to leave the English mind alto- 
gether and dive inte the spirit or feeling 
of the Chinese poet. Besides this, there 


are several weak points that the English 


translators must avoid. First, is to spend 
too much energy in rhymes; second, to the 
fancy of English; third, neglect the hidden 
meaning. How often I have found some 
translations in which the translator employs 
an elephant to take the place of a bird in 
order to rhyme the poem, and it means 


nothing in the original poem at all. And 


others that take a five-syllable poem, trans- 
late it into English thrice longer, just be- 
cause the translator is probably in the 
mood of using fancy English, or otherwise, 
wants to fill up the pages for publication. 
And there are some who neglect the pro- 
found meaning of the original poem and 
freely use their own imaginations instead, 
because, they niight fear that the Occiden- 
tal readers would not understand, or per 
haps, the translators themselves dia not 
understand. 

Sometimes, it translated word by word 
from an original Chinese poem, probabiy 
no Occidental reader would comprehend 
its true meaning. For I have tried and 
showed it to my American friends and they 
see no sense in it at all, while with our 
Chinese mind, we could see it like a pic- 
ture. It is @simple matter to find faults in 
another’s work, but a difficult’ task to criti- 
cise intelligently. Here is a “Tat-Lut” 
‘poem which has been translated by Prof. 
Giles in his Chinese Literature. And 1 
will translate it word by word. See if the 
reader could put it together better than 


the professor:
